The ordinance refers to such a 
situation as a “ split” payroll and 
specifically exempts taxes in such 
a situation. Workers need not file 
eports if all their income is sub­ 
ject to withholding. 
All other tax-payers, those not 
subject to withholding, are requir­ 
ed to make estimated returns in a 
manner very similar to the pro­ 
cedure in the federal income tax 
law. 
The ordinance requires that by 
April 15 they must file a declara­ 
tion of estimated tax for the pe­ 
riod up until Dec. 31. At that time, 
they may pay the estimated tax in 
full or elect to pay it in four equal 
installments. 
lf the tax is paid in installments 
the second is due on June 30, the 
third on Sept. .'IO and the last on 
Dec. 31. 
The city has a supply of forms 
and other printed matter left over 
from t,he 1958 tax. but they prob­ 
ably will have to be discarded be­ 
cause they are based on a differ­ 
ent rate. The present rate is one- 
half of one percent, amounting to 
30 cents on each $100 of earnings 
or other income, including the net 
profits of business and industry.

A captious critic differs from an ordinary 


critic in this respect: He goes out of his way 


to find fault No one was in a mood to go 


out of his way to find fault with Mr. Ken­ 
nedy'* proposals. 
Aside from the few things he can do by 
executive order, such as experimenting with 
food stamps in distressed areas, everything 
he has proposed must go through the legis­ 
lative mills, which “ grind slowly yet . . . 
exceeding small.” 
This is no rubber-stamp Congress to take 
the White House at its word on any of the 
ideas Mr. Kennedy has outlined He is aware 
of its inquiring and skeptical nature It can 
only be conjectured what he might have out­ 
lined for his first onslaught against lagging 
economy if he had been put into the presi­ 
dency by a landslide last November and if 
his party had not been saved from an election 
disaster by its conservative southern faction 
That is of no consequence now 


PRESID EN T K EN N ED Y is obviously go­ 
ing to be a political professional in his pres­ 
idential role He is going to stick to the art of 
the possible 
He is going to try to do with the resources 
af his command what he thinks it is possible 
to do Surplus food can he distributed Cer­ 
tain monies can be distributed 
Certain in­ 
terest rates can he shaded in the borrowers 
favor. 
Congress can make changes in the Social 


Security Act to ease the problems of aging 
and disabled citizens liv ing on pensions Un­ 
employment compensation can he extended 
with federal advances to be repaid later, 
thereby sidestepping the tough problem of 
exhausting state funds 
A program to bring distressed areas out of 
Hie doldrums can he started. There can be 
a gradual lift of the minimum wage to put a 
little more security under the uncertain feet 
of marginal workers in marginal enterprise. 
For longer-range effect, tax laws that hob­ 
ble wage-paving interpose can be removed 
and at the same time tax laws that grant 
special privileges where they aren't justified 
can he tightened up.

Missiles have wiped out unilateral secur­ 
ity The meaning of the Polaris and Minute­ 
men systems is that immediate and mas­ 
sive retaliation would follow an attack on 
the United States by the Soviet Union 


This retaliation would wreak such destruc­ 
tion that the Soviet Union would consider 
it too great a price to pay for a knockout 
blow In theory, ii would be like two pugilists 
knocking each other unconscious at the same 
instant. 


If the theory is correct, nuclear war has

Heal Issues Should Not Bo Missed 


There are partisans who will ex­ 


ploit to the full the embarrassment 


of President Kennedy because of 


the attack of Roman Catholic pre­ 
lates on his plan for federal aid to 


public schools That is unfortunate 


because any president, Catholic or 


Protestant, who advocated feder­ 


al aid of that sort would be sub­ 
ject to the same criticism. More­ 
over, lo look at the matter merely 
in its political aspects is to miss 
the 
profoundly 
important 
issue 
involved. 
The point is that discrimination 
of some kind begins whenever the 
federal government enters a field 
hitherto occupied by the states and 
local communities. And discrimina­ 
tion in allocating federal money 
means that we have federal control 
of education, a form of thought 
control which is a peril to basic 
liberty. 
I would hope that Francis Car­ 
dinal Spellman would make his ob­ 
jection on the broad ground that 
federal aid to education itself is a 
danger to freedom generally, rath­ 
er than to limit his objections to 
the fact that the federal funds in­ 
volved are to be given only to pub­ 
lic schools and the students en­ 
rolled therein. 


T H A T BROADER BASIS of ar­ 
gument was made in very forth­ 
right terms by the late Cardinal 
O 'H ara of Philadelphia when Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower advocated feder­ 
al school aid. 
Perhaps the most vigorous Cath­ 
olic opponent of federal school aid 
at the moment is the Very Rev. 
John A 
Flynn, president of St 
John s University in Queens, New 
York City. 
He puts the issue squarely on 
the line. saying that the idea that 
I be 
job of education cannot 
be 
done by existing institutions is a 
myth promulgated “ by the great­ 
est lobby in the United States — 
the school teaching lobby.” 
The Rev. Mr Flynn then point* 
to the greatest weakness of the 
drive 
for 
federal 
money 
for 
schools 
lf school administrator* 
and 
teachers would 
experiment 
with 
lengthening the school 
day 
and shortening vacations, the prob­ 
lems of inadequate facilities and 
an insufficient number .of teachers 
would he solved 
He might have added that the 
complaint about low salaries for 
teachers would not he 
valid 
if 
teachers and administrators would 
work as many weeks in the year 
as employes do in other forms of 
activity. What is needed in public 
education is more efficiency, not 
more money. 
Nevertheless, there is solid sense 
in what Cardinal Spellman says 
The most recent plan for fed­ 
eral aid, drawn up by the Kenne 
dy task force headed by Dr 
Fred 
crick Hovde would, among other 
devices, give money on a basis 
of each pupil enrolled 
Thus the government would say 
that Johnny, whose parents choose 
to send him to a parochial school 
because they believe he will get a 
better education there, will get no 
support 
from taxpayers' 
money 
despite the fact that his parents 
nee included among those taxpay­ 
ers, 


C A RD IN A L SPELLMAN puts it 
this way: 
“ It 
is 
unthinkable 
that 
any 
American child he denied federal 
funds because his parents choose 
for 
him a God-centered 
educa­ 
tion. 
Should Congress pass a 
feder­ 
al aid intl on the basis of the plans 
now before it 
all children would 
be compelled “ to attend a state 
school as a condition of sharing in 
education funds ” 
As the argument over federal

children who attend private schools 
is not solely because their parents 
want th e m to have religious in­ 
doctrination.

whether it is providing good serv­ 
ice 
But school administrators do 
not act that way. Instead, they 
claim that there is nothing wrong 
with their service that more money 
won’t cure 
lf more federal money will bring 
only more of the same, then the 
waste will be multiplied. That is 
the beam in the eye of the profes­ 
sional associations and lobbies that 
are working so hard for federal 
aid.

When Mr. Kennedy said flatly 
to Congress that the United Stairs 
is “ ahead in the science and tech­ 
nology of space,” this must have 
been true even on Jan. 12 when a 
Kennedy task force, in w h a t is 
known as the W i n n e r Report, 
said: 
“ Neither the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration as 
presently operated nor the frar 
tionated military space program 
nor the long-dormant Space Coun­ 
cil have been adequate to meet the 
challenge that the Soviet thrust into 
space has posed to our military 
security and 
to our 
position of 
leadership in the world.” 
This report, too, conceded that 
America is ahead in scientific ex­ 
ploration of space but the impres 
sion was conveyed lo many pen 
pie that America 
had 
made 
a 
failure of the whole space opera 
tion. 
Today experts here and abroad 
are not so much interested in how 
a monkey can travel in space *— 
though in 
the 
monkey business, 
too, America seems to be making 
real progress The experts are in 
terested only in what is truly of

in its narrowed 
sense, therefore, the Kennedy state 
ment to Congress recognizes thai

T H ER E HAS B E E N an accel 
elation of the missile program or 
dered by the new administration 
but it is a step-up that was inevit 
able and would 
have occurred 
anyway just as soon as the experi­ 
ments indicated — as they now 
do — that it is wise to go into 
quantity production 
There is room, of course, for im­ 
proved organization and decision 
making 
That's true of any new 
field of experimentation.
